Applicant's arguments filed 2/28/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding claim 1 rejected using Blumenau, Applicant argues that "the disclosed 
method of assigning of path weights only considers the most recently used path to 
determine the path weights" (p. 1 1 ); however the distinction of "only" one consideration 
is not recited and therefore does not distinguish the invention as claimed. 

Other arguments rely on newly proposed recitation and thus would require further 
consideration.
